William Carey College an- 
nounced Tuesday that its goal 
of $700,000 for the 1963 Devel- 
opment Program has been | 
reached and exceeded. Dr. J. 
Ralph Noonkester, president, | 
announced a total commitment | 
of $704,783.66. | 


The announcement was made 
to more than 250 Mississippi 
Baptist leaders at a Carey Col- 
lege Appreciation Dinner, held 
on Tuesday evening at the Rob- 
ert E. Lee Hotel in Jackson. 

Authorized by the Missis- 
sippi Baptist Convention, the 
Carey Development Program 
has been in progress since Jan- 
uary of this year. The goal of 
$700,000, set by the Carey 
Board of Trustees, was for the 
purpose of constructing an 
Auditorium—Fine Arts Build- 
ing and endowing scholarships. 

The first phase of the inten- 
sive campaign centered in Hat- 
tiesburg and surrounding areas 
where some half of the pro- 
posed goal was reached. In 
September the program was 
taken to Mississippi Baptists 
throughout the state. 

Bruce Aultman, chairman of 
the Board of Trustees, joined 
Dr. Noonkester in expressing 
deep appreciation to every 
pastor, layman and laywoman 
in Mississippi,.and.to every.

Convention here. 

The vote was 297 to 262 for 
the proposal. Messenger regis- 
tration was 987. The proposal 
came from the Convention

The POAU director warmed 
that once a religious group is 
dependent on the public treas- 
ury, that group becomes in- 
sensitive to the mass of people 
and the people quit contribut- 
ing to and attending the wor- 
ship services of that group. 
He cited examples of Spain 
where Roman Catholics are in 
the majority and Scandinavia 
where Lutherans constitute the 
state church.

tiveness of our testimony be 
for Him. For ‘‘By this shall all 
men know that ye are my dis- 
ciples, if you have love one for 
another’’, said Jesus. There is 
nothing that attracts the lost 
individual to the Saviour more 
than his ableness to see the 
love of God shed abroad in 
our hearts as demonstrated by 
our love for each other and a 
concern for his lost condition. 

Third, we need to launch out 
in faith, individually and col- 
lectively, to do the work of the 
church. 

I would remina us that the 
Book of Hebrews says that 
“‘without faith it is impossible 
to please Him’’. It does not 
say difficult, it says impossible. 
It is one thing to attempt to 
accomplish something that is 
difficult, but quite another to 
try something the Holy Spirit 
says is impossible. In most of 
the planning meetings I attend, 
from the local church on up, 
we plan by sight and not by 
faith. Slogans such as ‘‘At- 
tempt great things for God, 
expect great things from God” 
and ‘‘Prayer changes things’’ 
and ‘‘The prayer of faith shall 
heal the sick’’ are nice to hang 
on our walls, but for practical 
purposes have very little 
meaning to most of us. I will 
tell you one reason why we 
are not winning converts at a 
more rapid rate and why com- 
munism is making such great 
strides. We are trying to do 
the impossible. We are trying 
to please God apart from faith. 
We are walking, planning, and 
talking by sight. 

I am. amazed to find those of 
support ,this 
neutrality, to- 
ward God. This, I can never 
support. Neutrality toward sec- 
tarian religion, yes, but to- 
ward God, Never. Must I re- 
mind us that ‘‘Blessed is the 
nation whose God is Jehovah" 
and ‘The nation that forgets 
God shall perish.”’ 

I have heard it said by some 
that Baptists are God's last 
hope for the world. But some- 
one has more accurately said, 
“God is the last hope for Bap- 
tists’. ‘‘Not by might, nor by 
power, but by my Spirit, eaith 
the Lord of Hosts’. We need 
the faith of an Elijah, or Abra- 
ham, or a Daniel, or perhaps 
only the faith of a grain of mus- 
tard seed.

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Court Test Asked 
cacy? ® 
On ‘Aid’ Bill 

WASHINGTON (BP)—A pos- 
sible court test on the consti- 
tutionality of federal grants 
and loans to church-related in- 

eituti atte rosa 
by a bill introduced in the 
House of Representatives. 

Rep. Edith Green (D., Ore.) 
introduced the bill providing 
for judicial review at the same 
time the House approved the 
compromise higher education 
bill. 

Judicial review was a point 
of difference in the original 
Senate and House versions. 
The senate provided for a pos- 
sible taxpayer’s suit challeng- 
ing the constitutionality of 
grants and loans to church - 
operated colleges. The House 
opposed such a measure. The 
compromise bill did not con- 
tain a judicial review provi- 
sion. 
The bill introduced by Mrs. 
Green would provide for judic- 
ial review under four pro- 
grams: (1) The higher educa- 
tion measure just passed by 
the house and awaiting senate 
approval, (2) National Defense 
Education Act, (3) Hill-Burton 
Hospital Construction Act, and 
(4) the newly enacted pro- 
gram for mental retardation 
facilities and community men- 
tal health centers. 

The Green bill would allow a 
public or nonprofit agency or 
institution to challenge in the 
courts the constitutionality of 
grants or loans to any other 
institution. 

The original House higher 
education bill reported from 
Mrs. Green's education sub- 
committee contained a judicial 
review provision. This was re- 
moved in the full committee 
nefore the bill was reported 
to the house. 

Mrs. Green made it clear 
that she did not believe the 
higher education measure vio- 
lates any constitutional provi- 
sion. She said that federal aid 
has been going to private ‘in- 
stitutions for over 100 years. 

“However, because some of 
my. colleagues have expressed 
concern about it, I have in- 
troduced this bill today and I 
hope that the judiciary com- 
mittee will give it the thorough 
hearings the subject. re- 
quires,”’ she stated. 

Sen, Sam J. Ervin (D., N.C.) 
has said he will lead a fight 
to get the senate to reject 
the compromise higher educa- 
tion proposal. Ervin sponsoved 
the judicial review amend- 
ment in the original senate 
bill.

Mississippi Baptists’ Greatest Need 


Mississ: ippi Baptists have strong churches and a 
comprehensive and effective denominational program. The 
more than 1800 churches in the state will compare favor- 
ably with any similar. (oun anywhere. Whether large 
or small, whether or urban, these churehes are 
almost always well organized, have capable, well-trained 
leadership, and have modern buildings and adequate 
equipment. Many of them have erected new buildings or 
made substantial additions in recent years. 

In the downtown areas ofall of our cities stand strong 
churches, while in the wing suburbia of those same 
cities, new Baptist church buildings are found in strategic 
places, and on Sunday they are surrounded by cro’ 
parking areas. In the rural sections, all across the state, 
are found attractive, modern church buildings, and more 
often than not a pastor’s home stands nearby. As far as 
ib pro es crgehtastiiey wad ‘program is concerned, most 
of the churches are in a healthy, prosperous condition. 

Something Amiss : 

Despite all of these favorable things, however, a 
closer scrutiny brings a conviction that something is amiss. 
All is not well in Mississippi Baptist life. The enlistment 


_and stewardship programs generally have not made _out- 


standing gains in recent years. In evangelism and soul 
winning the churches continue to report about the same 
number of persons won to Christ each year. Missionary 
giving has leveled off, and, percentage-wise, less is bein, 

given than-in-some former years. Even in dollars an 

cents little more was given in the year just closed than in 
the preceding year, and less was given to world. mission 
support through the Cooperative Progfam. Surveys reveal 
that some churches are now. giving-less to missions than 
they gave in past years. - = 

When other’ areas are considered, there may be even 
greater cause for alarm. Just how much influence are the 
churches having on ‘the lives of their members, or on the 
non-church people of their communities? How muth in- 
fluence does the church as an institution have on the moral 
life of the state? 

A national magazine avowed recently that the church- 
es of America have no influence on the moral conditions 
of the nation. Is this true in Mississippi? If it is true, 
Mississippi Baptists have great responsibility, since they 
are, by far, the largest Christian group in the state. Just 
what influence do they have, or what moral power do they 


exert? : 
Greatest Need 

All of these problems seem to 
question? What is the greatest need o 
as individual Christians, as chu and as a denomina- 
tion? Perhaps many answers would be given, but when all 
are considered, does not one word seem to offer the in- 
clusive answer’? Is not the test need a need for more 
“power” in the churches and whole program? 

This is not human power, nor organizational power, 
nor financial power. In a sense we have all of these, yet 
we are weak. We have power to set up machinery and 
programs, plans and oot any, sd drives and goals, but, too 
often, all of those together fail to accomplish that which 
we have Pos posed. 

What is lacking? Is it not spiritual power? This is the 
power of God which comés ‘only through ‘the working ‘of 
the Holy ba dae The prophet of old cried out, “Not by 
might, nor by power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord. 
His meaning was clear. Human might and human power 
were not sufficient. It was the pore of the Holy Spirit. 
Is not this the power which is lacking today? We have 
human power and human might, but too often we do not 
show much evidence of power from on high. Jesus said, 
“Ye shall receive power after that the Holy Spirit is come 
upon you, and ye shall be witnesses unto me...” Have 
we really received this power? 

Is not this our greatest need as Mississippi Baptists?

At this time each year the 
Sunday School lesson commen- 
taries for the new year become 
available. We have received 
several of these and are pre- 
senting the reviews herewith.

BROADMAN COMMENTS by 
H. I. Hester and J. Winston 
Pearce (Broadman, 438 pp., 
$2.95) je 

This commentary from the 
Southern Baptist Broadman 
Press has had high popularity 
for a number of years. The 
authors are the same as for the 
past several volumes. Dr. Hest- 
er is vice-president of Mid- 
western Seminary, and Dr. 
Pearce is professor of preach- 
ing at Golden Gate Seminary. 
In the commentary Dr. Hester 
provides a study of the “Lesson 
In the Word”, an interpretive 


analysis and exposition of the 


lesson passage. His outlining 
is clear, and he brings broad 


| scholarship and understanding 


into clear interpretation. Dr. 
Pearce takes the truths of the 
lesson and applies them to life, 
using illustration and other 
means of making the lesson 
live for the pupil. At the be- 
ginning of each quarter there 
is a general introduction for 
the unit of lessons, with sug- 
gested aims for each lesson. A 
bibliography of books for furth- 
er study is also given. Visual 
aid suggestions are offered, 
and a plan of approach in 
teaching each lesson is offered. 


Clifton J. Allen (Broadman, 214 
Pp., $.95). <3 

This is the 47th annual 
volume of a small pocket com- 
mentary, published by -the 
Southern Baptist Broadman 
Press. The present author is Dr. 
Clifton J. Allen, Editorial Secre- 
tary of the Sunday School 
Board. The lesson is presented 
in brief but thoroug, form, with 
clear outline, illuminating ex- 
position, and pointed ‘applica- 
tion. Each lesson ends with 
“Truths to Live By” and “A 
Verse to Remember.”

Each lesson is complete, 
written out word for word as 
the teacher would teach it. The 
outlines are in bold type and 
easy to follow. Illustrations are 
built into the material where 
they will be needed! Directions 
for the use of the chalkboard 
are provided. Preceding each 
quarter’s lessons, there is a nut- 
shell preview of what is to fol- 
low. Ray Rozell began this 
series of commentaries 17 years 
ago. After his death in 1962, 
Mrs. Rozell and Bill Austin 
have continued to offer the 
book.

There are sec- 
tions on “Exploring the Bible 
Text,” which is a brief exposi- 
tion of the scripture text used, 
“Looking at the Lesson,” which 
is an outline study of the les- 
son as a whole, presenting the 
aim, an introduction, a study of 
the major ideas of the lesson, 
and ends with a summary; and 
a section called “‘Teaching the 
Lesson In Class.” 


THE DOUGLASS SUNDAY 
SCHOOL LESSONS edited by 
Earl L. Douglas (Macmillan, 
475 pp., $2.95): 

The commentary uses a prac- 
tical expository method of ex- 
plaining in factual detail what 
the Scripture passage means 
and relating it to the problems 
of life today. A brief lesson 
plan outline precedes each 
Sunday's study. The Bible text 
is given in the King James Ver- 
sion. 


STANDARD LESSON COM. 
MENTARY edited by Orrin

Company, Cincinnati, Ohio, 448

This comprehensive volume 
includes: eight large pages de- 
voted to each week's lesson;

(RNS)-- 
All religious activity in public 
schools here has been banned 
by order of the school board.

It prohibits 
prayer and Bible reading in 
the classroom and ‘‘discour- 
ages"’ school recognition of 
Christmas, Good Friday, East- 
er and similar religious holi- 
days.

‘Tolerance’ Held 
Increasing Crime 


Rate In U. S. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. (RNS) 
—Excessive tolerance by par- 
ents, law officials, and juries 
is a root cause of increased 
orime both in the capital and 
throughout the nation, Lewis 
F. Powell, Jr., president-elect 
of the American Bar Associa- 
tion, said here. 

“‘We live in an age of exces- 
sive tolerance,’’ said the Rich- 
mond, Va. attorney, ‘‘A kind 
of tolerance which accepts, if 
not affirmatively condones, 
levels of conduct and attitudes 
towards personal responsibility 
which are marginal or clearly 
bad in terms of the welfare 
of society and our country.” 

In the home this tolerance is 
manifested by permission for 
early drinking, unregulat- 
ed automobile use, uncontroll- 
ed absences from home at 
night, and unsupervised read- 
ing and television viewing, Mr. 
Powell held. 

“The other side of this coin 
is paternal failure to assume 
child’s education. his moral 
and ethical standards, and his 
respect for haw and the rights 
of others,’’ he added.

Among the matchless teachings of the Saviour was the grace 
of Christian humility. This grace was set forth dramatically 
in the upper room on the night in which He was betrayed. 
The disciples had gathered to observe the Passover, but were 
so busy thinking of their own interest that they neglected to 
wash each other's feet. “Jesus, knowing that the Father had 
given all things into his hands, and that he was come from 
God, and went to God:—took a towel, and girded himself. And 
began to wash the disciples’ feet.” 

This beautiful act of divine humility impressively symbolizes 

the meaning of the incarnation. Paul said later: “For you know 
the grace of our Lord Jesus Christ, that, though he was rich, 
yet for your sakes he became poor, that ye through his poverty 
might be rich.”
